The meeting between MANNERHEIM(iii] and DIETL{iv] took 
place in the operational headquarters ir, ROVANIEMI(v] in the POHJAN HOVI- Hotel, 
where they discussed questions concerning the co-ordination of operations 
during the Spring and summer. During the discussions major disagreements 
came to light. ODIETL proposed conducting the operations according to last 
year's plan - large strike groups in different directions. It is not known 
which. MANNERHEIM sharply objected and accused DIETL of being unfit to 
conduct operations in winter conditions. When DIETL objected to the plan 
proposed by MANNERHEIM, the latter shouted irritably: "Do as [ order or get 
out of FINLAND".
